LAW REPORTS. 
RETURN OF INCOME. 


ALLEGED OMISSION OF 
FIGURES. 
USTICE, MR. 
(BEFORE TTeIBBON AND MR. JUSTIC 
MURNAGHAN.) | 

Reserved judgment was delivered last 
Saturday in favour of the respondent in the 
appeal by. the defendant in the case of the 
Attorney-General against James Casey, of 
Kathdrishogue, Co. Westmeath, from an 
order of Mr. Justice O’Byrne made on the 
18th of last October on an application on 
behalf of the defendant to have the action 
tried by a judge and jury. 

The action was brought on a plenary sum- 
mons against the defendant for the alleged 
fraudulent concealmevt of £183 19s, from his 
return of income tax for the years MI 
respectively on 5th April, 1924, and 5th 
April, 1925, and for penalties under the

Statute relating to the revenue of mncome tax, 
Sub-section (1) of Section 30 of the Income 
Tax Act, 1918, in that he neglected or 
omitted to set out. this income from 5 per 
cent. War Loan, 1929-1947; inscribed in his 
name in the books of the Bank of Ireland 
during those years, contrary to the Statute. 
The defence was a denial of the alleged con- 
cealment. The appellant sought to have the 
order of Mr. Justice O’Byrne dismissing the 
application reversed, with costs, and an order 
made directing that the action should be 
tried by.a judge and a jury. 
The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that it had been contended on behalf of the 
defendant that he was entitled to a jury as 
of right, apart from the provisions of the 
Courts of Justice Act, and that this was not 
an action for a liquidated sum. The de- 
fendant had no such right. and was not 


| entitled to have a jury in this action, unless

In his opinion, the Court should not interfere 
with the order made by Mr. Justice O’ Byrne 
in the exercise of his discretion. The de- 
fendant had made the case that the action 
was in the nature of a criminal proceeding, 
and that he had an elementary right to be 
tried by a jury; but as this case stood on 


, the pleadings the only fact which appeared 


to be in issue was the question of neglect 
or omission to set out income from War Loan, 
a simple fact which hardly required a jury 
to settle. As the case stood at present, he 
did not think that the appeal should be 
allowed. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that he had 
no doubt that this action was an action for a 
liquidated sum, and he was of Opinion that 
the defendant was not entitled as of right to 
have the question tried by a jury. He could 
see no real question for a jury, and he agreed 
with Mr. Justice O’Byrne that. this was not 
a case in which it was necessary or desirable 
to have a jury. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan disagreed. He 
said that tne issue raised was whether the 
omission to declare portion of inoggi@ tax 
was committed by the defendant consciously. 
with the fraudulent intention of securing relief 
which he knew he would not secure if-he made 
He was of opinion that-the 
question should be submitted to a jury, and he 
did not think that he should assume’ that 
In cases dealing with income tax a jury 
would show unmerited sympathy with 
in his opinion, an order should 
be made directing the trial of the action

AN EJECTMENT APPEAL, 

Nteserved judgment was delivered ast 
Saturday i. the appeal which was brought 
by thes plaintiff in the case of John Sisk 
against Frederick Cronin and John «Crenin 
(brothers) from a judgment and order of Mr. 
Justice Meredith and Mr. Justice Johnston, 
dated 28th cf last June, in favour of the 
defendants, on the hearing of an appeal from 
a decision of Circuit Court Judge Kenny, at 
Cork, in favour of the plaintiff. The pro- 
ceedings had been taken by the plaintiff, 
as landlord, for ejectment for overholding cf 
the gp wey 11 Valentine Villas, Cork, of 
which the defendart John Cronin was nn 
occupation and defendant Frederick 
Cronin the original tenant. 

lt appeared from the evidence that had 
been given in the case that the defendant 
Frederick Cronin, having obtained otber pre- 
mises, permitted the defendant John Cronin 
to occupy the house, 11 Valentine Villas, but 
that’ there was rn formal agreement between 
them with regard to sub-letting. “The defeud- 
ants.carried on a partnership business, and 
Frederick continued to pay the rent from 
month to month, but dedueted the ameunt of 
it from John’s share of the partnership 
profits. 

The Cireuit Court Judge held that the 
defendants were not protected by the Rent 
Acts, and when the appeal came before the 
High Court Mr. Justice Meredith gave judg- 
ment, with which Mr, Justice Johnstod, con- 
curred, stating that when the rent was in- 
creased under the Act of 1920 the tevancy 
under the contract, which was the only 
tenancy in the strict sense, was determined. 
The position, then, was that Frederick Cronin, 
who had been a tenant, had a personal right 
to retain actual possession, but he gave up 
his actual possession, and from that -time 
he was in the pésition of a mere stranger. 
There was no need to eject him, for be was 
not in actual. possession, and he “had: no 
interest. . The only person to be reckoned 
with was John, but as he could not. claim 
as assigti¢e, and” hud never been actepted 
as a tenant; he was simply a trespasser. 
There was nothing in the Act of 1925 to 
restore thé rights of Frederick and nothing 
to give rights to John, who previously bad 
none. i 
The arguments in the Supreme Court, were 
directed chiefly to the question whether the 
defendants were protected by the Rent Aéts, 
including the Act of 1923, or. whether the 
tenancy of Frederick Cronin was a statutory 
tenancy to which the Act relied .apon 


THE JUOGMENT. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, reading the "jedg- 
ment the Coe ae me no ing turne 
upon the form, ¢ e notice to quit in 
now" It was admitted that possessiot’ Had 


| been tegularly demanded and that possession 
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“at &A o'clock. 


had been refused on the expiration of that 
notice, Notice demanding an increase of 
rent had been served and the rent had been 
increased, and whenever and by whom the 
increase was made it must have taken place 
after John Cronin went into possession. In 
their opinion, it was impossible to say that 
the conclusion followéd as a matter of law 
from the evidence given that, an assignment 
to John was proved. In this case an assign- 
ment was denied and the Court was asked 
to-infer from the circumstances that John 
was in exclusive occupation and that his 
brother was not, and that ihe rent was 
deducted from John’s share of the partner- 
ship profits. They were all agreed that John 
was, in fact, a sub-tenant of his brother 
Frederick, and, in their opinion, the proper 
inference to draw from the evidence was that 
John occupied the premises as tenant of 
Frederick upon the terms that he should pay 
the rates and rent and observe the condi- 
tions contained in the contract of tenancy 
under which Frederick held the premises 
and should indemnify Frederick from all 
liability under Frederick's contract of 
tenancy. That being so, the case fel] within 
the provisions of the Act of 1923, and the 
plaintiff was not precluded from obtaining 
an order against Frederick for possession of 
the dwellinghouse in question. There would 
be a decree against Frederick granting an 
order far possession, without prejudice to the 
right of John to retain possession under 
Section 4 of the Act of 1923. The defendant 
Frederick had been in the wrong throughout. 
The difficulties of elucidating the facts had 
been due to a lack of candour, and they 
thought that Frederick Cronin should pay 
the costs. 

The Court accordingly allowed the appeal 
and reversed the decision of the High Court. 
They gave a decree for possession against 
Frederick Cronin without prejudice to the 
rights of John Cronin, and directed that 
Frederick Cronin should pay the costs of the 
hearing in the Supreme Court and in the 
Court below, John Cronin to provide his own 
costs.

FINDING OF AN ARBITRATOR, 


Reserved judgment was: delivered last 
Saturday in favour of the appellants in the 
appeal by the defendants in the case of 
Kingstun v. Layden and another, from a 
judgment and order of Mr. Justice Johnston 
in favour of the plaintiffs with respect to a 
“consent ” of the parties to the appoint- 
ment of an arbitrator in the course of the 
procéedings instituted by the plaintiffs. 

The original action had: been brought by 
the Earl of Kingston, Kilronda Castle, 
Keadue, Carrick-on-Shannon, and the Arigna 
Mining Co., Mohill, Co. Leitrim, against tha 
defendants, the owners of an adjoining coal 
riine, fox alleged trespass and furtive removal 
vf coal; and the defendants, traversing the 
cause of action, counter-claimed for damages 
for alleged similar acts of the plaintiffs with 
reference to their coal mine. 

It was apparently considered on both sides 
that the alleged trespass and removal of coal 
were due to a misunderstanding or mystake 
with respect to the boundaries between the 
two mines. The arbitrator, the late Mr. A. 
Hassan, an expert minin engineer, had 
awarded the plaintiffs £2,424 15s. 6d.<in re- 
spect of their claim, and on the plaintiffs 
proceeding in their action to recover that sum 
the deferdants pleaded the Statute of Limita- 
tions ss their defence, claiming payment of 
the sum to which they had been declared 
entitled in the arbitration proceedings. 

The legal questions involved were chiefly 
whether on the true construction of the 
“ consent,’” dated September 2nd, 1925, and 
on the pleadings in the action, the report of

i Mr. Hassan, dated February, 1926, and the 
| tindings thereon, i 


were binding upon the 
parties; and whether the plaintiffs had a good 
defence to the defendants’ counter-claim by 
reason of the: Statute of Lamitations. 

It had been held by Mr. Justice Johnston 
that the findings of the arbitrator were 
binding upon the. parties, and that, as re- 
gurded the question of Jaw reserved, in view 
of the findings of fact of Mr. Hassan, there 
wes no legal liability upon the Arigna Con- 
pany to pay damages for the trespasses com- 
mitted by them in 1913, 1914, and 1915. . 

In support of the appeal it had been sub- 
mitted that the arbitrator's award was bad, 
as the questions of law involved depended 
upon the facts, and the facts had not been 
fully stated by the arbitrator; that the 
proper procedure had not been adopted 
by plaintiffs in the case; that Mr. 
Justice Jobnston had not answered the 
questions of law submitted to him 
by the Court: that the pleading of the 
Statute of Limitations was not a proper 
defence to the defendants’ counter-claim, and 
that, if the award was to be regarded as 
final, it was an incomplete award. 

The Court now allowed the appeal] on the 

rounds stated, a unanimously that the 
judgment and order of Mr. Justice Johnston 
were wrong, and that there should be a new 
trial of the action on “case stated.” Their 
lordships held that the agbitvator’s award 
was defective, that it was not final and bind- 
ing on the parties, and that, therefore, the 
action had been improperly’constituted. They 
dismissed the action in the court below, with 
costs, allowing the defendants and appellants 
the costs of their counter-claim, and gave 
both parties leave to set down the proceed- 
ings in the case as a ‘‘case stated,” if they 
thought fit. 

In reply to Mr. Walker, K.C.., 

The Chief Justice said that it was not 
necessary that the case should be set down 
for hearing before Mr. Justice Johnston. It 
was to be set down in the High Court.

you may rest assured, will be well and care- 
fully administered. 

There are two admirable 
which will be very glad indeed to assist 
you in the distribution of Christmas largesse, 
and if you entrust your gifts for the-poor to 
them you can rely upon your contributions 
being given to really deserving cases. One 
is the Association tor the Reliet of Distressed 
Protestants (45 Molesworth street, Dublin), 
and the other is the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul (30 Anne street, South, and 71 Lower 
Mount street, Dublin). They are two asso- 
clations which you should bear in mind at all 
seasons of the vear, not alone at Christinas. 

The first thoughts of readers of this page, 
nevertheless, will be. naturally for the 
hundreds of women and girls, well educated 
and carefully reared, who have been worsted 
in the rush for employment in the over- 
stocked market of 1929, and who—really 
through uobody’s fault—have become mem- 
bers of the army of tnemployed.

They do not 
advertise their woes, but since they exist in 
hundreds we must do our best to find and 
help them. and to make their distress known 
to our helpful friends. 


The Sick Poor. 


Next come the sick poor. Here, there can 
be no plea of ignorance. The Dublin 
hospitals, where famous surgeons, physicians 
and nurses do such wonderful work to ease 
the sufferings of humanity, are ever in need 
1 of funds, and our pence, our shillings, or, 
better still, our pounds, help to give .accom- 
modation and attention to those who so sadly 
need it--the-sick poor! So do not hesitate: 
send along a contribution to-day—it will be 
just in time for Christmas. 

Then the babes! The homes of the well- 


to-do will be crammed full of 
new toys when Father Christmas makes 
his call to-morrow night, so why 


not pave the way, for the new treasures 
by getting the children to tidy up their old 
toys, pack them in boxes and send them off to 
institutions for poor children? Provided the 
tays are clean and unbroken they will bring 
joy to the hearts of these little children who 
are utterly unaccustomed to the handling of 
expensive toys, and as a rule see them only 
from the wrong side of shop windows. 

I have often wondered what dreams fill the 
mind of an ill-clad little girl as she presses 
ber small famished face against the icy cold- 
ness of a plate glass shop window to get a 
really good view of a pink-cheeked, hand- 
sumely-dressed dolly nearly as big as herself. 
Does she Jong for such a beautifal doll or 
does its very perfection merely make her 
think more tenderly of her dear battered rag 
colly at home? 


A Fine Old Custom. 


Lastly, there is the fine wld custom of 
packing a Christmas hamper for the poor. 
Think of the joy of a needy family on the 
arrival of a well-packed hamper, accompanied 
hy a bag of coal! Most of usiknow some 
family to whom we can play Lady Bountiful, 
and the viands that will give-so. much plea- 
sure and comfort to the recipients will hardly 
be missed from a well-stocked larder. Coal 
or blankets, too, are always very welcome. 

Ounce a famous preacher wound up an 
appeal for the poor by urging his listeners to 
remember that the poor hated ugly things as 
much as anyone did.. Therefore, when making 
clothing for distribution’ among the poor, 
these garments should be just as warm and 
dainty as possible. I was forcibly reminded 
of this last week, when TIT saw some atrocious 
garments being modelled—luckily I was in 
time to alter the cut! My friends were not 
consciously unkind, but merely thoughtless. 


Those Decorations. 


Confidently leaving these matters to your 
generous consideration I want to turn back 
now to the matter of decoration in the home, 
and particularly to table decoration. Isn't it 
almost impossible to escape it? 

I agree w:th you in making your Christmas 
table decorations as unlike as possible to the 
ordinary flowers-in-a-vase pattern.

The 
Committee pleaded for a share in sharitable 
donations and bequests, which would put 
‘heir work beyond all risk of falling for want 
of funds. For £10 they could equip and 
maintain a bed for one year, and for £25 a 
man was enrolled amongst the founders. Any- 
ig in money or clothing would be grate- 
fully received. |

I think personally,” continued the 
Coroner, ‘‘ that motor cycling is a very very 
dangerous thing. Some people think that it 
is not; but I do not agree with that opinion 
at all, because when a mani is riding a motor 
cycle, and is travelling at any speed, if he 
meets with any obstacle at all he is almost 
certain to be killed or to meet with very 
Serious injury. A man in a motor car may 
be travelling fast, but he has a chance of 
saving himself unless the car overturns. When 
riding a motor cycle a man is in a state of 
unstable equilibrium, and any little obstacle 
turns the wheel, and out he must go.

Sanction was received from the Ministry 
of Local Government for the raising of a 
further loan of £17,150 to defray the balance 
of expenditure in connection with street- 
widening and improvement scheme in the 
Sackville street destroyed areas, and for the 
raising-of a loan of £7,000 for capital expendi- 
ture on the construction of a portion of 
Griffith avenue. 

Sanction was received from the Ministry 
of Finance for a grant of £7,311 towards the 
cost of making a rew road from Home Farm 
toad to Fairfield road. 

RESURFACING THE NORTH WALL, 
The Commissioners, in view of the con- 
siderably lower cost and reasonably long life 
of concrete paving, coupled with the desire 
0 ger by the traders at North Wall, de- 
cided to resurface a section of that roadway 
with concrete. 

TENDERS ACCEPTED. 

The tender of Messrs. John Booth and Son, 
Bolton street, for steel work connected with 
the widening of La Touche Bridge, Porto 
bello, at £77 4s. 6d., being the lowest, was 
accepted. The widening work has been com- 
pleted at a total cost of £640, exclusive of 
the cost of new steel lock gates and law 
costs, amounting to £415 12s. 

The payments made during the quarter 
ending Slst March last were :—Paving. 
£45,561 12s. 7d.; sewers and main drainage, 
£50,065 Qs. 1d.: cleansing, £33,685 13s. 3d 

The tender of Messrs. T. and C. Martin, 
Ltd., at £35 per ton for lead piping and £27 
per ton for pig lead, being the lowest Irish 
quotation, was accepted. The lowest tender 
was from Germany, and *t was 10 per cent 
less than Messrs. Martin's, Ltd. 

Dr. Dwyer said that before he decided to 
recommend the local tender he ascertained 
that they procured the lead from the Mining 
Company of Ireland, which firm employed 
many hands at their factory in Ringsend. 

UNIVERSITY SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mr. Hernon reported on the progress made 
during the session 1928-29 by the students 
to we Ra university scholarships had been 
granted, and recommended the renewal 
of these scholarships. He had considered 
the report submitted by Dr. Coffey, President, 
University College. Dublin, regarding the 
Corporation scholars for the session 1928-29, 
and said that very satisfactory progress had 


been shown in the case of most of the 
students. 
Referring to a revised scheme for the 


award of University scholarships drawn up 
in 1928, Mr. Hernon said that the regulations 
in that scheme limited the award of scholar- 
ships to applicants whose parents or guardians 
had been continnously resident in the city 
administrative area for five years immediately 
preceding April lst in the year the scholar- 
ship was to be awarded. - It frequently 
occurred that a family changed its residence 
from Dublin City to Dublin County, or vice 
versa. Consequently this regulation would in 
such cases debar applicants from being 
eligible for scholarships either in the city or 
in the county. The Dublin County Council 
had been approached, and an arrangement 
had been come to that in such cases candi- 
dates would be allowed to compete for the 
scholarships offered by the authority of the 
administrative area in which they resided on 
the date of application, if they had been con- 
tinuously resident for the previous five years 
in the combined areas of Dublin City and 
County. He, therefore, recommended that 
the resolution adopting the scheme of 1928 
be amended accordingly. The total expendi- 
ture involved by the adoption would not 
exceed £1,296, for which provision had been 
made. 

The recommendation was adopted. 

From the Local Government Department a 
letter was received referring to the necessity 
for the appointment of an additional medical 
officer in the South City dispensary district. 


FIRE BRIGADE SECOND OFFICER. 

Station Officer James Howard was ap- 
pointed second officer in the Fire Brigade at 
£200 a year, rising by annual increments 
of £10 to £300, and thence by annual 
increments of £15 to a maximum of £400 a 
year, plus the cost of living bonus, together 
with uniform, living «ccommodation (includ- 
ing furniture, coal and light).

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GAS POISONING. 


SAD OCCURRENCE AT 
LEOPARDSTOWN. 


—--—-&—— 


An inguest was held on Saturday last by Dr. 
J. P. Brennan, Coroner, into the death of 
Mrs. Ellen Coleman, aged sixty-four years, 
who, with her hsuband, John Coleman, 
resided in the gate lodge of Leopardstown 
Park House, British Ministry of Pensions 
Hospital, Co. Dublin. 

r. and Mrs. Coleman, who lived in the 
lodge, were both found unconscious in their 
bedroom on Friday morning; the latter died 
without regaining consciousness, from gas 
poisoning, while het husband is in hospital. 

Superintendent O'Reilly, Civic Guard, ap- 
peared for the police; Mr. E, Burne, 
solicitor, for the Gas Company, and Mr. 
Thomas Early, solicitor, for the Dublin 
County Council. 

Michael Ball, British Ministry of Pensions 
Hospital, gave evidence of having found the 
couple in their bedroom, after he had been 
informed that no answer had been given to 
knocking at the door, and he had forced an 
entrance. He found that all the gas taps 
were turned off in the house, and also the tap 
at the main. There was a strong smell of gas 
from the manhole outside the main gate of the 
hospital grounds, and also in the cellar and 
coal-house of the lodge. The supply of gas to 
the meter of the house was turned off. 

Mr. Cotton, engineer to the Gas Company, 
gave evidence of having found a two-inch 
gas main fractured on the road outside the 
lodge. . : 

Mr. P. Hurst, assistant road surveyor, said 
thai a steam-roller had been used outside 
the hospital during the carrying out of road 
repairs the previous week. i 

Replying to Mr. Burne, witness said that 
he did not think that any make of gas pipe 
known to him placed at a distance of a few 
feet from the surface could stand the strain 
which a steam-roller would put on it. 

FRACTURE iN PIPE. 

Mr. Cotton said that a two-inch main, 
which came from a main outside the lodge, 
had been fractured. He had no doubt that 
the gas was conveyed to the house from the 
fracture in the pipe. 

Dr. W. E. Graham, Superintendent Leop- 
ardstown House Hospital, said that he found 
a strong smell of gas in the house. He was 
present at a post-mortem examination on the 
body of the deceased, together with Professor 
G. T. Wigham and Dr. J. F. Lyons. The 
result was as follows: Death, in his opinion, 
was due to asphyxia caused by the action of 
carbon monoxide on a hypertrophied heart 
resulting from chronic interstitial nephritis. 
The presence of these conditions must have 
accelerated death. Carbon monoxide was one 
of the principal ingredients of coal gas. 

Dr. Lyons also described the finding of 
the two Colemans. He had artificial respira- 
tion applied, and John Coleman recovered 
after thirty minutes. 

Sergeant Heeney, Cabinteely, ‘said that 
John Coleman, who is in hospital, described 
to him how Mrs. Coleman complained of her 
heart feeling weak at 12.30 o'clock on Friday 
After he gave her some whiskey 
she little, but later got ill again, 
and fainted. He himself. became weak and 
dizzv about 2 a.m., and remembered nothing 
more until he reeovered consciousness in 
hospital.

The Pope’s hope for world peace formed 
the subject of a sermon preached by the 
Rev. J. O'Sullivan, O.P., in St. Saviour’s, 
Dublin, last evening. .

Mr. Herbert Guedella, Chairman of the 
Lena Goldfields Company, has received a 
cable from the company’s Moscow manager 
stating that the raids alrealy reported to 
have been made on his office by the 0.G.P.U.

Mr. Edward Harold Begbie, author and 
journalist, “The Red House,” Ringwood, 
Hants. who died on the 8th of October, aged 
58, left estate of the gross value of £5,146 
4s.

Mr. Begbie was the author of “ Mirrors cf 
Downing Street,” in which he styled bimself 
‘“A Gentleman with a Duster,’’ and also 
wrote a biography of General Booth and 
memoirs of Earl Grey and Sir Ernest 
Shackleton,and numerous novels and verse. 

In his will he nominated his daughter, 
Janet M. Farwell, as his literary executor 
He expressed a desire to be cremated, and 
stated—‘‘ I do not wish any religious service 
to be performed over my dead body, believ- 
ing all such services, however well inten- 
tioned, to be relics of superstitious fear, 
and I likewise desire that no stone or 
monument of any kind be erected over my 
ashes,” further directing that the ashes 
should be scattered immediately after crema- 
tion in the garden of the Crematorium, 
“which is to be done as speedily after death 
as possible.” He further added a uese 
that his friend and solicitor, Charles int 
West, would attend to this matter personally 
if it be not in any way repugnant to him, 
receiving for such service the sum of 20 
guineas, ‘‘believing no woman should bear 
any part in such matter.”

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Greek for Schoolboys. 


The merits and demerits of a classical 
education have been canvassed so often 
that the subject has become tedious. 
Nevertheless, we are disposed to support 
Dr. Alington when he says that Greek 
is an easier language than Latin. 
The stupid boy is the normal boy, and tlie 
present system of education, which 
embarks him upon Latin in the faint hope 
that one day he may achieve Greek, has 
produced a large body of who, 
while they claim to have a knowledge of 
the classics, know no more Greek than the 
alphabet. Latin is a great language and 
is the parent of many European tongues. 
Its terseness is a joy to the initiated: and 
its literature is magnificent... Yet, it is an 
acquired taste, and to the ordinary 
person, who can read it. only ‘with 
difficulty, it is Often dull. Greek, even 
on the first acquaintance, like some 
radiant woman, begins to charm. Its 
greater wealth of nuances, -its.colour, its 
less- pedantic construction, even its 
different alphabet, all are entranciag. 
Furthermore, if Latin literature is golden, 
what meta! or precious stone exists that 
can be named with the literature of 
ancient Hellas? Can Vergil be compared 
with Homer? The Mantuan himself never 
made such a boast. Can Tacitus compete 
With Herodotus? Except in the not very 
glorious field of satire—the Hindenburg 
line of ai! literature—the Greeks reign 
supreme. Even the laments and loves of 
Catullus find strong rivals in the epitaphs 
of Simonides and Plato. A boy, in- 
troduced to Greek before he was. satiated 
with Gradatim and supines in ‘‘—u,’”’ 
would be more likely to ‘‘ see the vision of 
the world and all the wonder that would 
be’’; then the rest would be simple, 
because it would be desired. ‘‘ I do not 
think,” said Dr. Alington, “ that any of 
us who believe in classics can be in the 
least satisfied with the result of our 
efforts.” We agree with him and are con- 
vinced that, if the system were improved, 
there would be fewer attacks on classical 
education even in this utilitarian age.

Poets and authors often 
are timid and retiring folk, easily cis- 
couraged by adverse criticism; and, 
although it may be true that genius, 
murder, will ‘‘ out,” it does not follow 
that such genius will reach the world. 
Posterity can correct the errors of its 
statesmen, because they are obvious. I, 
however, some Milton is chilled by 
unappreciative publisher, the damage 1s 
irreparable. Since literature began there 
must have been many shy stars, who have 
twinkled once and, failing to strike a 
reflection, have gone out for ever. 
Encouraged, they might have lit a firma- 
ment. Fortunately, the great publishing 
houses of the British Isles bear a high re- 
putation for fairness and culture, so that 
we may be certain that in their offices, at 
least, such calamities have been very rare.

POLICE BROUGHT TO

““ Do you know, please, where I can sell 
Russian. gold pieces? ” 

With ‘this query a strangef approached 
an English visitor to Nice a few days ago, 
when he was walking along the séa-front. 
It was the opening of a Riviera intrigue. 

The visitor from London answered that 
he had no idea where one could change 
such money. i 

The stranger stopped another man who 
was passing, and asked again: “ Where 
can I sell Russian gold pieces? ” 

The second stranger replied that he was 
in need of money. He stealthily drew a 
packet from his coat and offered to sell it 
for £800. “Diamonds,” he added in ex- 
planation, and showed to the other men 
some of the stones.

CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST’S 
INQUEST EVIDENCE. 

At an inquest at Sheffield, on Saturday, 
on Amelia Gentile Sheen (58), of Priory road, 
Sheffield, the widower, Stanley Sheen, said 
that both he and his wife were Christian 
science practitjoners, and when she was ill 
she preferred to be treated by Christian 
science, which consisted of prayer. 

Evidence showed that Mrs. Sheen had been 
ailing about two months, and Jast Tuesday, 
when she took to her -bed, a nurse—another 
Christian scientist—arrived to look after her. 

Mr. Sheen stated that he treated his wife 
with prayer, which he considered the best 
treatment. He had no regret that a doctor 
was not called. 

Medical evidence indicated that the cause 
of death was abcess of the brain, which 
affected the heart, lungs and other organs. 
The woman's life would not have been saved 
had she been medicaily attended, but it would 
possibly have been prolonged.

DE-RATING 


PREPARATION OF 
EVIDENCE,

That the Government of the day had seen 

the necessity for ris -by appointing a 
Commission to sit.and take . as to 
how they might best introduce a system of 
de-rating, was the statement made by Mr. T. 
Corcoran, Chairman, at a m “Of the 
Executive of the Cork County ers’ 
Union, which was held in Cork last Satur- 
da ml ; : : ) 
Át the same meeting Canon Barrett said 
that he was in a minority of one when the 
Executive deeided in favour of de-rating. 
He still thought that -de-rating was a 
mockery, a delusion, and a snare. 


THE COMMISSION. 

The following motion, from the Standing 
Committee’s special meeting of November 9, 
was ‘adopted, on the proposal of Mr. Forde, 
seconded by Mr. Brasier :— 

“That we recommend, to the next Execu- 
tive meeting that the resolution proposed by 
Mr. O'Gorman, and passed at the Executive 
meeting on 2nd November, be amended to 
read+as follows :—‘ We, Oork County Execu- 
tive of the Irish Farmets’ Union, express 
our disappointment at the constitution, and 
terms of reference of the De-rating Commis- 
sion, and we consider that our Chairman 
should have been one of its members, and 
we believe that at least half of the Commis- 
sion’s personnel should be bona-fide farmers. 
This. is for. the purpose of removing any 
suspicion that a reflection was made on Mr. 
Cussen.” ”’ 

Messrs. B. W. Brasier, Wall and Twomey 
were appointed delegates to the anntal 
Congress of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society, to be held in Dublin on 
January 8 next. 

THE FARMERS’ CASE. 

A letter was read from the General Secre- 
tary of the Jrish Farmers’ Union stating that 
in view of the importance for farmers of the 
question of de-rating it was sor incum- 
hent on the Irish Farmers’ Union to take 
immediate and effective steps to present a 
case before the Commission... He appealed 
ctrongly to the Executive to make provision 
íor securing the funds necessary to provide 
filting legal representation. 

Mr. D. L. O'Gorman wrote>— . 

“TDe-rating is now a very live issue, and 
despite Mr. Blythe’s awe-inspiring Budget 
speech I am satisfied it can be effected with- 
out any additional cost. .J trust you will 
make a full statement of the judicial position 
of the county and the; proposed increase in 
road expenditure. It seems to me probable 
that in other directions we will also have to 
meet increased demands.” 


IMPORTANT MATTERS. 

The Chairman said that in the year before 
them very important matters would be com- 
ing before the Government that would. affect 
the interests. of the farmers very vitally 
indeed. In the first place they would have 
Mr. Blythe’s Budget, and, as far as that was 
concerned, they -had nothing to say at the 
moment. Another very important Budget 
would be that of the County Council, and 
this would affect them locally, and would 
hit them just as. hard as the national Budget. 
On Thursday last the County Council dis. 
cusged the estimates for the coming year. 
There was a recommendation from. the 
County Surveyor that the expenditure on roads 
should be increased from a total of £166,000 in 
1928 to £196,000 for 1930. The agriculture 
of the county was unable to bear any further 
taxation, and the farmers should demand 
that no increase should be made on the rate-

ye With better efficiency from their 
officials, the roads could be greatly improved 
without any increased taxation on the people. 


QPPOSITION, 

There was then the much more important 
question of de-rating, a matter that was now 
in the forefront of national politics, and the 
Government of the day had seen the necessity 
for de-rating by appointing a Commission to 
sit and take evidence as to how they might 
best intreduce a system of de-rating, He 
saw inklings here and there of opposition 
from the towns and cities to de-rating, but 
his opinion was that these people would be 
well advised, dependent as they were on 
agriculture, to support the demand for de- 
rating. 

The Chairman quoted from the report of 
the General. Council of County Ceuncils to 
show that their agreed opinion was that, if 
taxation was necessary for the pur of 
de-rating, it should be placed upon luxuries, 
and not upon the necessities of the people. 

_ Canon Barrett asked what were the Inxuries 
it was proposed to tax. The scheme as pro- 
pounded by the Council of the Genera! 
County Councils was. altogether too vague. 
It conveyed hothing. 

THE ANNUITIES. 

Mr. Dowling said that the only possible 
way to de-rate the country was to have the 
Irish Government goa to John Ball and re- 
open the financial settlement. He believed 
they could get the annuities for the asking. 
It would be to the benefit of England if the 
Jrish farmer wus relieved. 

Mr. McCarthy said that it was in the in- 
terests of the towns and cities also to demand 
de-rating. 

Mr. Brazier said that the amount that was 
levied for taxation purposes on agriculture 
alone was four millions, and the amount of 
the agricuttural grant was one million two 
nundred thousand pounds. But the agricul- 
tural. grant was very badly applied, in that it 
was given as a flat rate. That was wrong. 
They could bring very considerable relief to 
the farmers. without any additional taxation, 
by a complete readjustment of the agricul- 
tural grant. 

Canon Barrett said that he was in a 
minority of one when the Executive decided 
in favour of de-rating. He still thought that 
de-rating was a mockery, a delusion and a 
snare. The important thing for the individual 
farmer was “e amount of money he had to 
pay for public services. The only way in 
which they could bring about de-rating is not 
by relieving the big fellow of the burden and 
putting it on the small fellow. The only way 
vou can do it is bv a land tax. Knock off 
the rates and put them on as a tax, suvyject 
to regulations such as are embodied in the 
income fax regulations. . ' 

The Chairman asked that something prac- 
tical be done by the meeting, and expressed 
the view that the majority agreed that it was 
a matter for the Government to find the wavs 
and means for de-rating. He thought the 
preparation of evidence should he left to the 
special Committee already formed. 

Mr. Brazier pronosed that this he done, 
and that the Committee appoint the delegates 
to tender evidence to the Commission. 

This was seconded by Mr. Lehane and de- 
clared passes!

THE DEPUTATION'S CASE. 

The Committee wished to obtain the 
Minister’s sanction to ote to the vacant 
post Dr. Fitzgerald, the Assistant Medical 
Officer to the institution. 

Mr. Hassett, T.D., who introduced the 
deputation, stated it was the unanimous 
desire of the Committee that they should be 
allowed to promote Dr. Fitzgerald, whom 
they knew to be a conscientious officer, and 
who in their view was entitled to the post 
by reason of his qualifications and long ex- 
perience of the institution. The Committee 
were convinced that this was & case in which 
the Minister should not insist on the appoint- 
ment being made on the recommendation of 
the Local Appointments Commission. They 
had on their staff the officer they considered 
best fitted for the post, and they did not 
believe a better selection could be made. 

Mr. P. L. Ryan and the other. members of 
the deputation supported Mr. Hassett’s plea, 
Mr. Curran expressing the view that the Act 
of 1926 contemplated the Committee making 
an appointment of this kind when they had a 
suitable officer to promote. 

THE MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister, in reply, referred to the im- 
ortance of the post of Resident Medical 
juperintendent. n this officer depended 
largely the welfare of the patients, the 
discipline of the staff and efficient and 
economical administration © generally, and, 
therefore, it was essential that nothing shouid 
be omitted to ensure that the best candidate 
available should be appointed.. The Minister 
could not take the view that the mere fact 
that a: man happened to bé an assistant in a 
mental hospital when a. vacancy occurred 
gave him an indefeasible right to succeed to 
Unfortunately, that view 
seemed to influence many committees. Ex- 
perience and local knowledge should properly 
count; but there were other factors of im- 
portance that must be considered. The 
unanimous recommendation of the Poor Law 
Commission, that these posts should be filled 
on the recommendation of the Local Appoint- 
ments Commissioners, was on reco and 
reflected what was the best opinion on the 
subject. The Committee were asking him 
to ignore the recommendations of the Com. 
mission. 

It was clearly in the interests of the whole 
medical service of the. mental hospitals that 
there should be a selection free from all Jocal 
influences. The Committee might find it 
difficult to take that view, but it was the 
intention of the Oireachtas that certain posts 
should be filled only on the recommendation 
of an impartial tribunal, removed from local, 
political and personal influences. This was 
clearly one of the posts in the filling of which 
the local authority should have the assistance 
of an expert advisory body. 

THE OLD SYSTEM. 

Experience has shown that every committee 
of management has a natural bias towards the 
man on the #pot, and the practice that has 
grown up of excluding all outside candidates, 
no matter how well qualified, has had the 
effect of keeping capable men for a life- 
time in subordinate positions; whilst juniors, 
with the minimum qualifications in point 
of service, have been promoted. Such a 
system is bound to be detrimental in its 
effects, and could not be defended on an 
reasonable grounds. The Minister unders : 
and, to a certain extent, sympathised with the 
committee in the position in which they found 
themselves. It was quite natural that they 
should wish to promote their own man, but 
this appointment and another of a similar 
nature elsewhere are the first two that have 
arisen since the Act of 1926 was passed, and 
it is absolutely essential that the whole 
mental hospital medical service should know 
beyond doubt that the Department stands for 
the free flow of promotion; so that the best 
qualified men will have the way opened’ to 
them and that appointments will only be 
made after impartial selection. 

Before withdrawing, the deputation dis- 
cussed the question of salary and emoluments 
on which there was a divergence of opinion. 
The Minister did not think it was wise, as 
a matter of policy, to reduce the emoluments 
te a point at which these posts would cease 
to be attractive. They must offer an induce- 
ment for young men of talent to enter the 
service. A compromise was reached which, 
it was thought, would be acceptable to the 
Committee.

CEREMONY AT ST. PETER’S. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Sunday. 

St. Peter's was the scene of another 
brilliant ceremony this morning, that for the 
beatification of the Venerable John Ogilvie, 
the Scottish Jesuit. Nearly all the English 
who caine to Rome for the beatification last 
Sunday of the English martyrs had remained 
for to-day's ceremony, as also had a number 
of Irish Catholics, who were present last 
Thursday at the conferment of the Red Hat 
on Archbishop Joseph MacRory of Armagh. 
To these were added several Scotch Catholics, 
including a pilgrimage conducted by Mon- 
signor Donald Mackintosh, Archbishop of 
Glasgow, and a group of twenty Scotch Boy 
Scouts, who attracted considerable attention 
with their kilts and bagpipes. 

Among those who participated in the cere- 
mony were the Archbishop of Edinburgh, 
Monsignors Pearson, Bishop of Lancaster; 
Carey-Elwes, Bishop of Northampton, and 
Monsignor William Clapperton and the Rev. 
David Patterfon, respectively Rector and 
Vice-Rector of the Scotch Ecclesiastical 
College in Rome. 

The Sacred College was also represented by 
a large number, including Cardinal Bourne 
and Cardinal MacRory. Monsignor Respighi, 
Prefect of the Ceremonial, conducted the 
entire function, the most solemn moment 
being when the relics of John Ogilvie were 
exposed and pictures representing his martyr- 
dom and glorification unveiled, amidst. clouds 
of incense and the sounds of ringing bells, 
The 7'e Deum was sung. 


CAPE TO CAIRO.

TWO AUSTRALIANS’ LONG 
WALK, 

From ‘‘ Tue Trmes’’ CornresponDENT. 

CAIRO, Saturday. 

two Australians, Mr. Monson and Mr. 
Wilson, who have walked from the Cape to 
Cairo, have arrived here to-day. “They left 
Khartoum on October 21, covering the inter- 
vening 1,350 miles in exactly two months by 
way of Atbara, Abu Hamed, Wadi Halfa, 
Shellal and Luxor. They described this as 
the quietest part of the journey. 

The journey of 7, miles, of which all 
but 600 were walked, took fifteen-and-a-half 
months. At times Mr. Monson. said they 
endured great hardship from heat and lack of 
food and water, and met with obstacles which 
determination alone overcame. 

They found the inhabitants everywhere 
friendly, until, on being forbidden to traverse 
Abyssinia, they tried to skirt the Abyssinian 
frontier. There the way was blocked by the 
Murle . tribe. from  Abyssinia, who were 
massing for a raid in the corner where the 
Oudan, the south-western pari of Abyssinia, 
and Kenya adjoin. The hostility of this tribe 
made a new detour necessary. 

The only gap in their long walk was in the 
Sudd area, which it was.a sheer impossibility 
to cross, and where they were compelled to 
use barges end dug-outs for six hundred 
miles until they could touch eattth again near

MR. THOMAS PREACHING 
TORY PHILOSOPHY, 
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NR. MAXTON AND HIS 
VOTE, 


Mr. J. Maxton, M.P., speaking at Bridge- 

ton, Glasgow, last night, remarked that since 
he last spoke there he had been obliged to 
vote six times against decisions of a Labour 
Cabinet, and so he wanted to make a plain, 
straightforward statement of his past and 
future relationships with the present Labour 
Cabinet. The Cabinet was appointed by 
the King; he was elected by the members of 
Bridgeton. Neither the Labour Party, the 
I.L.P., nor the Farliamentary Party were 
consulted as to who should fill the Cabinet 
posts. Consequently, when those who were 
appointed tried to solve the property pro- 
blems on lines which were opposed to the 
Party Constitution and the Party policy, he 
refused to accept their policy. 
If it could be solved by a blind acceptance 
of the capitalist philosophy of increased pro- 
duction, lowered costs and the capture of” 
foreign markets, there was no need to ap- 
point a Labour Government. The capitalists 
themselves. would have solved the problem 
long ago. But he was bound to say that 
Myr. Thomas, who had been entrusted with 
the job of curing unemployment, was follow. 
ing precisely the same line of conduct, and 
preaching the same capitalist philosophy. as 
was preached by the Liberal and Tory states- 
meh. He failed to see that unemployment 
had been produced by the very methods 
which he was proposing to: adopt. 


THE WORLD MARKET. 

“If the world market was unlimited there 
might be something to be said, even for this 
policy of reducing yourselves to the coolie 
level in order to beat the foreigner. But the 
world market is strictly limited § under 
capitalisin, and, when you reduce your costs 
to beat the foreigner, he reduces his still 
further. He again captures your limited 
market, and ail you have got is a reduced 
purchasing power at home, You are again 
asked to reduce your costs still further, and 
this mad game goes on until the workers oi 
the world are all being steadily reduced to 
the. coolie level because the world has too 
much food, too much coal, and too much 
rea! wealth of any kind. 

‘The best example of this madness is to 
be found in the coal industry. For years 
the employers and Government have urged 
reductions in wages and longer hours in order 
to capture the foreign market. They got 
their reductions in wages, they got their 
longer hours, but the export trade remains 
practically the same. No statesman seems to 
see that there is a home market for coal, in 
the empty grates of Britain. There are pits 
idle, there are men idle, and the miners 
cannot get coal to keep their houses warm.”’ 

He (Mr. Maxton) frankly refused to accept 
the policy that said there was no hope unless 
we sold more goods abroad. He accepted the 
Socialist policy that said the only solution 
was to so increase the purchasimg power cf 
the workers that their power to purchase 
would equal their power io produce, 


THE CIRCULATION OF WEALTH. 

Nor could he accept the philosophy that a 
few people should get much more than they 
needed so that they could save it for re- 
investment. The best investment was the 
circulation of wealth which enabled goods to 
be consumed instead of piled im stores and 
shops until there was no room for more. 


and others voted against the Labour Govern- 
ment on the Unemployment Bill. “By 
voting to divert money from the pockets of 
the rch taxpayer into the pockets of the poor 
we were doing something not only to hel 
the man, but also to help him to find em- 
ployment.

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LADY GEORGE NEVILL. 


The death has occurred at Clifton, Bristol, 
of Lady George Nevill, widow of Lord

THE REV, H. RE. SCOTT, M.A., D.D. 


The sudden death on Saturday evening of 
the Rev. Hugh R. Scott, D.D., bas made the 
world poorer for his many friends both in 
India and these islands. 

Dr. Scott, who was born in 1859, started 
on a business career, but after some years 
of this (an experience that stood him in good- 
stead throughout his life) he decided to enter 
the ministry, and after a brilliant career at 
the old Queen’s University and the Presby- 
terian College, Belfast, he went out to India 
as a missionary in 1885. 

First in Kathiawar, where he made: himself 
familiar as few have been with history: 
and customs and personalities of that Taseinat- 
ing congeries of native States, and later in 
Surat, where his business training found fall 

lay in the management of the Mission Press, 
| yee! his influence felt to a remarkable 
degree. Young men of the Brahmin and 
sother high castes were attracted through his 
winning presentation of the Gospel to the 
Christian Church, and became its most trusted 
pastors and teachers. His knowledge of the 
Gujarati language, and, in particular, of that 
most difficult and rarely acquired subject, 
Gujarati poetry, was greater than that 
possessed by most educated Gujaratis. them- 
selves, and this he turned to full account 
when in his last few years in India he was 
the main factor in the revision of the 
Gujarati Bible. It might be said of him 
that he found it a fairly correct translation 
speaking with a foreign accent, and left it a 
book speaking the language of the people 
themselves. 

His municipal and other public work was 
recognised by the Government in the bestowal 
of the Kaiser-i-Hind Meda! of the first class, 
the highest honour’ that a non-official can 
ordinarily receive. 

His chief recreation was golf, and here 
again he received one of the highest. honours 
in India, the. captaincy of the Nasik Golf 
Club. 

Dr. Scott’s broad sympathies and his power 
of understanding various types of mind led 
to his being liked and trusted alike by 
British civil and military officers and the 
Chiefs of native States and their Indian 
subordinates, by learned pundits and humble 
village Christians. 

He was still on furlough, preparatory to 
retirement, after forty-five strenuous years of 
missionary service, and he may thus be said 
to have died in his missionary harness, 
Indeed, he was at work up to the last, being 
in great request as a preacher in the neigh- 
bouring churches and an active member of 
the Committee of the Hibernian Bible 
society. 

To his widow, who shared all his missionary 
service during nearly half a century, and his 
daughter and son, both occupying responsible 
posts in the academic world, the sympathies 
of all his friends will go out.

Dean Mr. Ctaytone~-I cannot 
Christmas, 1929, to pass ‘without one word of 
friendly greeting to yourself and other 
members of Toc H. The magnificent work 
of Toc H spreads daily throughout the world. 
and it must be, and ought to be, a subject of 
great satisfaction to you, as it is to me. to 
see the fruits of your labour visibly spreading 
both at home and overseas.. Our society 
under your guidance never ceases to emphasise 
our civic needs, the consciousness of which 
binds us all together. 

There is. however, another side en which 
emphasis is not often laid, but which it 
behoves us to remember.

óir is welcome. news that progress, if slow, 
is “being made in feaching an agreement 
among ‘interests concerned that will permit 
of the postponed settlement in the shares of 
the Hatry compe~ies. The general idea 1s 
that this will take place about the middle of 
January. The sooner it is out of the way 
the better; for undoubtedly the matter has 
been: preying upon the nerves of operators 
of late, and it is largely responsible for the 
recent stagnation of business. The position 
has presented many difficulties because of the 
complicated nature of the numerous trans- 
actions, and it 1s evident that an agreement 
could only be reached if some parties made a 
sacrifice by not insisting upon what they 
regarded as their legal rights. Always- in 
times of difficulty members of the Stock 
Exchange have shown a readiness to help 
each other, but probably this Hatry busi- 
ness has provided a more severe test of this 
disposition than any other, similar develop- 
ment. 


HOPES FOR THE FUTURE, 


When the Hatry settlement is a thing of 
the past and the losses involved have been 
provided for, markets will be better. The 
speculative position is certainly very much 
healthier; indeed, it would scarcely be an 
exaggération to say that, there is a very little 
bull account open at present, Such matters, 
as the lapse of Argentina from the gold 
standard and the coffee crisis in Brazil, 
together with the various shocks in connec- 
tion with joint stock finance at home, do ret 
encourage enterprise; but their effect will 
gradually wear off, and, with prices genvrally 
at, an unusually low level, fresh buying will 
be attracted. In connection with these 
matters the fact is sometimes overlooked that

ARGENTINE SECURITIES, 


It. may not be. generally realised that the 
action of the Argentine authorities in closing 
the €enversion Office and the heavy fall in 
the exchange which followed have brought 
Argentine . Railway. Ordinary Stocks to the 
lowest prices of the year. All the stocks tht 
paid 7 per cent. for the year to June W, 
1929;- crossed 100 this year, but lately we 
have seen Buenos Avres and Pacific down, to 
86. Central Argentine at 84, Buenos 
Avres Western at 81, and Entre Rios 
at. while Buenos Ayres Graat 
Southern, which has paid 8 per cent. in 
recent years, is now quoted at about 97. 
Current. prices mean that if dividends are. 
maintained for 1929-30 the above stocks will 
give yields ranging from 87. on Pacific 
Ordinary to 83 per cent., on Buenos Ayres 
Western.

STOCKS SHOULD NOT BE SOLD. 

Obviously no one can say whether the divi- 
dends will be maintained. Apart from the 
direct adverse effect upon the companies of a 
seriously depreciated. exchange, supposing 
the peso continués depressed, it may prove 
that Argentina has to pass through a period 
of diminished prosperity generally, in which 
case the railways would certainly suffer. It 
may be suggested, however, that the period 
would not be unduly prolonged.

HATRY SETTLEMENT DELAY. 

“This is the worst Christmas the Stock 
Exchange has known in all my experience. 
In these words a Stock Exchange veteran 
summed up the present situation. He was 
not exaggerating. Business in the past week 
has again been at a minimam, and to all! 
intents and purposes it has now ceased until 
after the. January 1 holiday. It is true 
there are four business days, but no one 
anticipatés any activity on those days. The 
Stock Exchange has set the pace by extend- 
ing its own Christmas holiday, and inves- 
tors, taking warning, are following suit (says 
The Observer). Once again we feel it veces- 
sary to emphasise the fact that no rea] im- 
provement in business can be expected until 
the Hatry settlement is out of the way. 
The — unofficial committees continue their 
discussions, but so far have achieved 
little. It is rumoured that they have ob- 
tained from the banks an understanding 
that those institutions will bear a part 
of the loss when it is allocated, but progress 
towards any general agreement is small. It 
is emphatically a job for the Stock Exchange 
Committee itself, and, as we have previously 
urged, its action should be prompt and 
drastic. There is coming into evidence a 
widespread feeling among members of the 
“ House ” that the only fair way in which 
the whole matter can be dealt with is by a 
yeneral cancellation of all the dealings waich 
can be traced through one Hatry company to 
another. These dealings form the bulk of the 
transactions still unsettled. Such proposed 
cancellation, of course, only concerns inter- 
Stock Exchange dealings. Where members of 
the investing public other than the Hatry 
companies are implicated settlement should 
be made. Otherwise every bargain, no matter 
what its import or its magnitude, should be 
cancelled. t will, no doubt, be suggested 
that the Stock Exchange Committee have no 
ower to make such an order. Whether this 
be so or: not, they are the authority which 
snould take the lead in bringing about some 
such complete wiping out of this deplorable 
business, They have the full confidence of 
their members. The unofficial committees 
are not in that position. Meanwhile it is im- 


portant to remember that the end of the 
Stock Exchange year comes in March, and it 
is vital that this settlement should be well 
out of the way before then. At the present 
rate of progress there ‘seems little likelihood 
of this.

Frow Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

With the approach of the Christmas vaca- 
tion and the end of the year retailers 
generally have covered their requirements 
over the holiday period, and there is little to 
be expected in the way of business activity 
until the turn of the New Year. So far as 
the past vear is concerned there is every room 
for improvement, and i¢ is earnestly hoped 
that some scheme will be evolved to bring 
about a revival in both the coal trade and 
cotton industry in Lancashire. Meanwhile 
the Government are concentrating their efforts 
in the direction of the solution of the coal 
and labour problems, but it will be some 
time before anything tangible is achieved in 
this direction. The reduction in the bank 
rate last week has come much sooner than 
was expected, but it was the more welcome 
as it will help a little in planning schemes for 
the New Year. There is talk of greater 
activity in the heavy industries, partly in 
connection with the increased requirements of 
the railway companies. The manufacturing 
t,ades in various directions may to that ex- 
tent he benefited, and this would in turn 
react favourably on the commodity market.
